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Hatchfield approved, 
but is it all over yet?

MATTHEW Hancock says the 
housing plan for Hatchfield 
Farm is a matter of “national 
significance” - and wants the 
application to be decided by 
the Government. 

The MP for West Suffolk 
confirmed he plans to ask 
Eric Pickles, Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government, to “call in” the 
application. 

Last week the controversial 
proposal for a 400-home de¬ 
velopment on land off Ford- 
ham Road was approved by 
Forest Heath District Council. 

Leading figures from the 
racing industry including 
Lady Cecil, widow of the late 
Sir Henry Cecil, joined more 
than 100 protesters at the 
meeting, calling for the plans 
to be rejected. 

Now Mr Hancock, a racing 
fan, has intervened, urging 
Mr Pickles to look at the ap¬ 
plication himself. 

He said: “The planned 
housing development on 
Hatchfield Farm is a matter 
of national significance to the 
horseracing industry.

“We should be supporting 
the racing industry, which 
employs around 5,000 near 
Newmarket, and not jeopard¬ 
ise Newmarket’s unique sta¬ 
tus as racing’s international 
home.” 

Hugh Anderson, manag¬ 
ing director of Godolphin, 
whose stables back onto the 
proposed development, has 
joined the call for interven¬ 
tion by Mr Pickles to protect 
Newmarket’s reputation as 
“an absolute powerhouse of 
racing and breeding that is 
the envy of the world”. 

He said: “Although Godol¬ 
phin has its own worry about 
the impact of Hatchfield Farm 
as a direct neighbour, this is 
a merely parochial concern 


in comparison to the over¬ 
all threat we see to the rac¬ 
ing and breeding industry in 
Newmarket.” 

He said the councillors’ 
decision was disappointing, 
given the “growing urbanisa¬ 
tion” of Newmarket which 
was a threat to the town’s rac¬ 
ing industry which relies on 
the town’s “essentially rural 
location”. 

He added: “The Secretary of 
State will now take a view as 
to whether this matter should 
be called in for further inquiry 
as a matter of national impor¬ 
tance. 

“We hope that he does 
reach this conclusion and 
that the racing industry will 
have another opportunity to 
put its case and outline our 
concerns for the town. For 400 
years Newmarket has been a 
superb location for training 
and breeding racehorses; we 
are huge supporters of the 
town and the racing industry 
and sincerely hope that it can 
maintain its status into the fu¬ 
ture.” 

A previous application for 
1,200 homes on the site was 
called in and rejected by Mr 
Pickles in 2012. 


A spokeswoman for Lord 
Derby, who is behind the 
Hatchfield Farm proposal, 
said they felt there were “no 
grounds for the application to 
be called in”. 

She added Mr Pickles had 
already concluded “there 
would be no adverse impact 
on the horse-racing industry 
or adverse traffic impact” in 
relation to the previous much 
larger application. 

She said: “This develop¬ 
ment, which is a third of the 
size, cannot therefore reason¬ 
ably be deemed to have an 
adverse impact. 

“We would hope that the 
Secretary of State takes note 
of the democratic decision 
taken by the local Council 
who voted 10-5 in favour of 
the proposals. 

“We have been heartened 
by the numerous calls and 
notes of support which we 
have received from many 
people within Newmarket 
since the application was ap¬ 
proved.”

FOREST Heath District Council re¬ 
ceived just one letter in support of 
the Hatchfield Farm development, 
but many have got in touch with 
Newmarket News to welcome the 
plans. 

Commenting on our Facebook 
page, Adrian Swygart said: “Yes 
great news, Newmarket needs new 
housing. Local people will be able to 
stay in Newmarket instead of mov¬ 
ing out of town. 

“It will not affect horseracing at 
all. Lived in Newmarket all my life 
and struggle to buy a house as not 
enough housing, and got to think 
of the children. When they grow up, 
where will they live?” 

Angela Booth also welcomed the 
decision, saying it meant young 
people in Newmarket would not 
have to move “miles away from 
family and friends just so they can 
get their first home”. 

And Paul Marshall added: “Fan¬ 
tastic news, 1,200 was too many, 
however 400 not enough. 

“The town should be growing 
with the racing industry, not being 
left behind due to it.” 

Local resident Chris Mitchell said 
he was the “only person who at¬ 
tended the meeting who was in sup¬ 
port of the development”.

He said: “Is anyone willing to lis¬ 
ten to the non-horseracing side? 

“I have been barred from a Face- 
book group for writing something 
in support of Hatchfield Farm. 

“I had someone at the meeting 
tell me I would never be able to af¬ 
ford one of the houses at Hatchfield 
Farm. When is anyone going to lis¬ 
ten to what Joe Public thinks?” 

The Newmarket and District 
Chamber of Commerce were 
pleased a decision had “finally been 
made”. 

Chair Graham Abbey said: “Our 
members are in favour of sustain¬ 
able growth for Newmarket which 
takes into consideration the associ¬ 
ated facilities that come with it. 

“However, we are conscious of 


the importance of the horse racing 
industry to the town. 

“The planning process for this 
development has been going on for 
some time without resolution and 
we are pleased that a decision has 
finally been made.” 

But in an email to the News, Ber¬ 
nice Emmanuel, who tried to get 
into the meeting but couldn’t be¬ 
cause it was packed, said the ap¬ 
plication would make a traffic situ¬ 
ation even worse. 

In an email, she said: “I wish those 
councillors who voted in favour of 
Hatchfield Farm would spend a few 
days driving around Newmarket. 

“Those of us who reside in the 
town experience major problems 
on a daily basis with the current 
chaos and delays round the Wait- 
rose store, Clock Tower roundabout 
and the Fordham Road. 

“Is anything done about it? No, 
they pass a planning application 
which will make the situation even 
worse. 

“It isn’t just a horse racing issue 
as this will affect everyone trying to 
use the roads by car and crossing on 
foot. 

“Once again a poor decision is 
made by people who on the whole 
will not be affected. Unbelievable.”

Developer: New housing is 'much needed' 


ENQUIRIES have already be¬ 
gun into new homes on the 
Hatchfield Farm site, accord¬ 
ing to the developer. 

A spokeswoman for the de¬ 
veloper has said they are “de¬ 
lighted” with the decision - de¬ 
spite the application receiving 
more than 100 objections dur¬ 
ing the consultation process. 

She said: “It is recognition 
of the positive benefits that 
the development brings to 
Newmarket, in terms of much- 
needed housing provision in¬ 
cluding affordable housing. 


“Since the committee de¬ 
cision last week we have re¬ 
ceived a number of enquiries 
from people looking for homes 
on the site, which is indicative 
of both the housing need and 
the views of the wider commu¬ 
nity within Newmarket.”

A FINAL decision has been 
made to approve the Hatch- 
field Farm development - 
but the application could 
still be thrown out by the 
Secretary of State. 

At a Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) develop¬ 
ment committee meeting 
last Wednesday, councillors 
debated for more than two 
hours the controversial pro¬ 
posal for 400 houses on land 
in Fordham Road. 

More than 100 representa¬ 
tions were made which ob¬ 
jected to the development 
- and one letter of support 
was received. 

Protestors, including Lady 
Cecil and racehorse train¬ 
ers James Fanshawe and Sir 
Michael Stoute, gathered 
outside the council offices 
ahead of the decision, and 
held placards opposing the 
plans. 

Inside, councillors heard 
from William Gittus and 
Hugh Anderson from the 
Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group, trainer William Jarvis 
and deputy mayor Cllr John 
Berry who spoke on behalf 
of Newmarket town council, 
all stating their objections to 
the proposed development. 

Mr Gittus told councillors 
that a lack of housing supply 
should not be “a land own¬ 
er’s silver bullet”, while Mr 
Jarvis said the proposals put 
the future of racing at risk. 

Cllr Berry said: “To have a 
thriving training centre we 
have to have people who 
want to train their horses 
there. 

“An awful lot of people in 
Newmarket who know what 
they’re talking about have 
concerns. Six horses left my 
yard last year. 

“None of them went on to 
Newmarket stables. That is 
the key thing. It is becom¬ 
ing harder and harder to 
sell Newmarket as a training 
centre and this will only es¬ 
tablish that.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood, town 
mayor, said the decision 
was detrimental to Newmar¬ 
ket’s “biggest industry and 
employer” - and not in the 
town’s best interests. 

“Lord Derby lives in Liver¬ 
pool, and this is just a prop¬ 
erty speculation by him,” 
she said. 

“This has nothing to do 
with housing for Newmarket 
people and it’s the first part 
of a much larger commuter 
development for people 
who travel into Cambridge.” 

The town’s local, national 
and international business 
also needs to be protected,

Cllr Hood added. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst wanted 
the application to be de¬ 
ferred to try and resolve a 
number of issues including 
traffic concerns, and effects 
on business. 

A separate traffic study 
should be carried out, he 
said. 

He added: “The Newmar¬ 
ket Vision Document states 
that new housing estates 
must have employment, 
medical and other facilities 
to sustain it - isolated de¬ 
velopments do not meet this 
criteria. 

“Secondly, the traffic on 
the A142 into and out of 
the town and the A14/A142 
junctions already causes 
major traffic jams and mile 
long queues of vehicles. 

“The proposals for curing 
this with two sets of traffic 
lights do not address this 
and may make it worse.” 

Bob Sellwood, speaking 
for the developers, said the 
number of houses built fol¬ 
lowing the initial develop¬ 
ment on Fordham Road 
would be less than one per 
cent, per year, of the whole 
population of Newmarket. 

And Cllr Simon Cole, who 
represents Exning, said: 


“The location is as far away 
from horse racing as you can 
get in Newmarket. We have 
to build houses somewhere. 

“We need to put the needs 
of people above the horses.” 

Concerns about traffic 
were also raised by council¬ 
lors again, who described 
the current problem as “hor¬ 
rendous”. 

Councillors approved the 
plans, with ten voting for, 
five voting against and one 
abstaining. 

However, the Secretary of 
State has “exertion powers” 
which would mean he has 
reserved the right to call in 
the plans following the deci¬ 
sion. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Cllr Berry said: “My feel¬ 
ing is once they are built it 
will be easier to get permis¬ 
sion for more. 

“I am not surprised by the 
decision. It may or may not 
still be called in by the Sec¬ 
retary of State. 

“We are one step closer, 
but we still don’t know what 
the future of Hatchfield 
Farm will be.” 

Mr Gittus for the Newmar¬ 
ket Horsemen’s Group said 
they were “very disappoint¬ 
ed” by the decision. 

But he said the fact that 
the Secretary of State could 
still intervene “provided 
some hope”. 

He added: “Without it 
there is a large cloud hang¬ 
ing over the future health of 
the racing industry in New¬ 
market. 

“We believe that the ap¬ 
plication is premature and 
there are other sites avail¬ 
able and more suitable for 
development that would not 
undermine the future of the 
racing industry and its very 
significant contribution to 
the local economy.”

John Barker 
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‘The dream is evolving into 
reality’ at home of horseracing

WORK is well under 
way to create the much- 
anticipated £15 million 
Home of Horseracing centre 
in Newmarket. 

The centre marks a major 
regeneration of the Grade II- 
listed Palace House, which 
is the last surviving part of 
Charles II’s racing palace in 
the town. 

Peter Jensen, chairman 
of the Home of Horseracing 
Trust, said: “It is very excit¬ 
ing to see what we were hop¬ 
ing we would see for eight 
years. 

“I think they’re doing a 
splended job and I can see 
it’s evolving into what we 
dreamed of. 

“Eight years of fundraising 
has led to this. What we have 
ended up with is unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

Following Forest Heath 
District Council purchas¬ 
ing the site in 1992, saving 
it from a housing conver¬ 
sion, the Trust has been 
given more than £8 million 
in donations from private 
individuals, trusts and other 
donations. 

Money was also given 
from the Heritage Tottery 
Fund, the district council 
itself and Suffolk County 
Council. 

Once completed, the 
centre is expected to attract 
50,000 visitors per year, to 
the museum and a gallery 
of British sporting art with 
paintings from the Tate. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: 
“There is a real sense of ex¬ 
citement and anticipation 
in the town as this fantastic 
vision begins to take shape. 



“Newmarket is already na¬ 
tionally and internationally 
recognised as the home of 
horseracing. 

“This will bring large num¬ 
bers into Newmarket. It’ll 
also mean hopefully people 
travel over to stay here and 
see other parts of Newmar¬ 
ket as well. 

“It will bring in a lot of 
people who have never been 
here before.” 

Behind the former stables 
where construction is cur¬ 
rently ongoing, horses will 
be accommodated in the 
centre which will be part of 
the Retraining of Racehorses 
charity. 

Peter says this will give 
people a sense of what is 
going on in training yards 
around the town. 

He said: “Often in New¬ 
market, you can’t get near to 
the training yards. This will 


change things and let people 
see racehorses. 

“By the time it is finished, 
the centre will be impossible 
to visit in just one day.” 

It is also hoped the centre 
will boost the trade of local 
businesses. 

The stables were featured 
by Channel 4’s Time Team 
in 2011 when the remains 
of King Charles II’s original 
stables were discovered, and 
as contractors continued to 
transform the location, an¬ 
other item has been found. 

An opal brooch was dis¬ 
covered close to the door¬ 
way of a former stable block, 
which has now been taken 
away for cleaning, ready to 
be displayed in the museum 
in the future. 

The National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art is expected to 
open in 2016.

She said: "The garden 
will be used for a quite 
space that pupils can go 
into at play time or in a 
part of their lesson to have 
a bit of quiet thinking time 
in a nice environment.

“David Wilson Homes 
had the chance to come 
in when the masterplan 
was being drawn up.

Doctor abused 
cancer patients, 
court is told

A DOCTOR has appeared in court 
accused of a string of sexual offences 
against child cancer patients. 

Dr Myles Bradbury, 41, a consult¬ 
ant paediatric haematologist, who 
lives in Herringswell, near Newmar¬ 
ket, gave no indication of plea to 11 
offences alleged to have been com¬ 
mitted against boys while he worked 
at Addenbrooke’s in Cambridge. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Magistrates Court, said: 
“These are abuse of trust allegations. 
Mr Bradbury was in a position of 
trust as a doctor of these children. 

“They were all cancer sufferers and 
were all vulnerable. 

“The offences were made dur¬ 
ing the course of examination and 
involved touching naked genitalia 
whilst in a position of trust.” 

The charges include two of as¬ 
saulting an 11 year-old boy by touch¬ 
ing in September and November last 
year and two similar counts relating 
to a 12 year-old boy last November. 

He also faces two counts of caus¬ 
ing or inciting a boy aged 13 to 15 
to engage in sexual activity without 
penetration on occasions between 
April 2012 and November 2013.

There are two further counts of 
engaging in non-penetrative sexual 
activity with a boy aged 13 to 15 by 
sexual touching between December 
2011 and July 2013. 

Bradbury is also charged with 


making 16,629 indecent still images 
and 20 indecent videos of children 
on or before December 18, 2013 and 
voyeurism. 

Bradbury cared for youngsters 
undergoing investigations and treat¬ 
ment of disorders affecting the blood 
or bone marrow. 

Magistrates released him on bail 
and sent the case to Cambridge 
Crown Court, where he is due to ap¬ 
pear on Friday. 

A CUH spokesman said: “The news 
that Dr Myles Bradbury, formerly of 
CUH, has been charged with offenc¬ 
es against children will be distressing 
for many patients, their families and 
staff. 

“Our main priority at CUH is the 
safety of our patients. 

“As soon as concerns were raised 
nine months ago, Dr Myles Bradbury 
was excluded from working at the 
trust and is no longer employed here. 

“Since then we have worked 
closely with Cambridgeshire police 
and partners, including the NSPCC, 
to make sure that individuals are 
contacted and support is offered 
throughout this difficult time.”

Red Lodge 
plan decision 
is deferred 

THE final decision on a housing 
development in Red Lodge has 
been deferred by councillors.

A SCHOOLBOY who dialled 
999 after a fire broke out at his 
home has been praised by the 
fire service. 

Oscar Thomson, 8, had not 
long been home from school 
when a fire suddenly started 
inside his mum, Sally Dun¬ 
ham’s industrial kiln at their 
home in Townsend, Soham. 

Sally, an award-winning 
ceramic sculptor, quickly 
rushed to get water and start¬ 
ed to extinguish the flames, 
but in the meantime, Oscar, a 
pupil at The Weatheralls Pri¬ 
mary School in Soham, had 
called 999.

Sally, who has another son, 
Cobey, 6, said: “The fire ser¬ 
vice didn’t really need to at¬ 
tend as it wasn’t a very big fire 
but Oscar dialled 999 from the 


house phone. He talked them 
through everything that was 
happening and gave them all 
the details - he did a good job 
and I’m proud of him. 

“I managed to extinguish 
the fire using water and it was 
out when the firefighters ar¬ 
rived. 

“I still don’t know how it 
started - I didn’t do any¬ 
thing different with the kiln 
and have been using one for 
around 16 years so it’s all a bit 
of a mystery. 

“Thankfully, neither the 
kiln, my studio, nor the house 
were damaged, and more im¬ 
portantly, nobody was hurt.” 

One crew from Soham at¬ 


tended the incident, which 
happened at around 5.30pm 
last Monday. The cause of the 
fire was accidental. 

Clare Smith, station com¬ 
mander at Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service’s 
combined fire control, said: 
“When this young resident 
called 999 he was calm and 
didn’t panic, which is impor¬ 
tant when dealing with an 
emergency situation. 

“He was a good example of 
how to call 999 and by keep¬ 
ing calm, listening to the 
operator and responding, it 
resulted in our crews being 
dispatched efficiently and ef¬ 
fectively.” 


Gambling addict steals thousands from Post Office 


A GAMBLING addict has been jailed af¬ 
ter admitting stealing over £27,000 from 
the village post office where he worked. 

Daniel Metcalfe, 23, managed to take 
hundreds of pounds each week for nine 
months from the post office in High 
Street, Brandon. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that Met¬ 
calfe, of Wake Avenue, Mildenhall, cov¬ 


ered his tracks by adjusting records for 
the number of postage stamps being 
held in stock. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp said Met¬ 
calfe was confronted in April when irreg¬ 
ularities were uncovered during an audit 
conducted by Post Office officials. 

He had been taking several hundred 
pounds each week to help fund his ad¬ 


diction to gambling since luly 2013. 

Metcalfe pleaded guilty to an offence 
of theft from an employer and was jailed 
by fudge fohn Holt for 18 months. 

The court heard that Metcalfe had no 
previous convictions. 

In mitigation, Ian fames said Metcalfe 
was genuinely remorseful. He has sought 
assistance from Gamblers Anonymous.

IOCKEY Frankie Dettori 
has slashed the asking 
price of his Stetchworth 
house by £300,000 after 
three months failing to find 
a buyer. 

The property went on the 
market for £2.75 million in 
April.

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Violence outside 
nightclub blamed 
on racist abuse 


FOUR men became involved in 
a violent incident in Newmarket, 
which they claimed was sparked 
by racist comments, a court has 
heard. 

The men were among a large 
crowd which emerged from De 
Niro’s nightclub at about 4am on 
January 5. On Thursday, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard how violence 
flared during an encounter with a 
group of USAF servicemen. 

CCTV images showed how the 
brawl developed near an alleyway 
leading from the High Street. 

Micah Grant-King, 19, of Lowd- 
ham, Nottingham; Matthew Thom¬ 
as, 21, Marroway Lane, Witchford; 
Nico Bishop, 19, of Wheatsheaf 
Close, Ely and James Santos, 23, of 
Lamble Close, Bury St Edmunds all 
pleaded guilty to affray. 

Prosecuting, Michael Crimp said 
all four were involved in lashing

out with punches and kicks which 
led to victims being treated at hos¬ 
pital for cuts, a broken nose and a 
fractured cheekbone. 

Michael Portwood told police 
he and his colleagues thought an 
earlier verbal exchange had been 
resolved when punches were sud¬ 
denly thrown in their direction. 

Police alerted by CCTV opera¬ 
tors arrested Grant-King, Thomas, 
Bishop and Santos. 

During police interviews all four 
men accepted they had been pre¬ 
sent and their behaviour had been 
unacceptable. Santos told officers 
his group had been subjected to 
unpleasant racial abuse. 

Defending, Claire Matthews said 
while Grant-King had joined in the 
attack he had not started the inci¬ 
dent. 


Miss Matthews said: “It was a 
short lived but unpleasant out¬ 
burst of street violence.” 

Appearing for Thomas and Bish¬ 
op, Hugh Vass said: “They hadn’t 
gone looking for trouble. They had 
too much to drink. They respond¬ 
ed inappropriately to unpleasant 
abuse.” 

Sentencing the four men, Judge 
David Goodin said anyone watch¬ 
ing the CCTV recordings would 
consider what happened to be 
“terrifying.” 

Both Grant-King and Bishop 
were sentenced to 10 months in a 
Young Offenders Institution, sus¬ 
pended for two years.

Newsagents 
fined £13k for 
selling alcohol 
to 16-year-olds

A NEWSAGENTS has been 
fined more than £13,000 af¬ 
ter being caught selling alco¬ 
hol to children in three of its 
stores. 

The Martin McColl’s store 
in St Mary’s Square, New¬ 
market, sold alcohol to two 
16-year-olds within a three- 
month period. 

A branch in Sudbury and 
two in Bury St Edmunds 
were also caught. 

After an investigation by 
Trading Standards, Martin 
McColl Limited pleaded 
guilty to selling alcohol to 
children on a number of oc¬ 
casions at Bury Magistrates 
Court. 

The company was fined 
£13,500 for the “unaccepta¬ 
ble incident” in Newmarket, 
£4,000 for Bury St Edmunds 
and £1,500 for Sudbury. 

The court told the com¬ 
pany that the Sudbury inci¬ 
dent “should have served as 
a warning but little notice 
was paid”. 

The firm was also ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge of 


£120 and costs of £2,785. 

The company has to pay 
a total of £21,905 within 14 
days, it was told. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member of public protec¬ 
tion said: “Trading Stand¬ 
ards has a responsibility to 
enforce the law regarding 
underage sales. 

“Businesses which sup¬ 
ply age-restricted products 
have an equal, if not greater, 
responsibility to ensure they 
do not break these laws and 
do not sell age-restricted 
products such as alcohol or 
tobacco to children.” 

For a single occasion sale, 
a company can be fined 
£5,000. 


If two sales are made in 
three months, the fine can 
be up to £20,000. 

Trading Standards can 
also request that premises’ 
licences are reviewed which 
could mean the licence 
could be suspended, have 
conditions added, or is lost 
completely. 

A spokesman for Martin 
McColl’s said: “We are ex¬ 
tremely disappointed that 
we failed to uphold our own 
high standards on this occa¬ 
sion and thank the Trading 
Standards for bringing the 
matter to our attention. We 
have undertaken additional 
training for staff in these 
stores.”

Miranda Richardson is in it, and some 
others who I won't reveal." 

Hynde might play the misanthrope, 
but you'd be hard pushed to find a more 
entertaining person to hang out with. 

It's clearly what drew the producer of her 
forthcoming album, Stockholm, to work 
with her. The producer in question is Bjorn 
Yttling, formerly of Peter, Bjorn And John, 
best known for their whistling ditty Young 
Folks, soundtrack of a million TV adverts. 

"I didn't know who he was," says Hynde. 
"I'd flown to Stockholm to work with 
him three or four times before the penny 
dropped and I said, 'Oh, you're the guys 
from the Homebase ad'.” 

In The Pretenders - the band she formed 
in 1978 after drifting in and out of several 
punk bands - Hynde wrote all the songs. 
Despite releasing nine albums together, 
the most recent being 2008's Break Up 
The Concrete, Hynde's debut solo album 
is actually her most collaborative yet (and 
there's a grimace when the term 'solo 
album' is mentioned). 

"It's a goddam awful phrase," she spits. 

"I never wanted to be solo, and I said a 
thousand times I never would, so it gives 
me a cold chill to see my name out there 
on its own. 

"This wasn't for something for the 
public to know, but now it's happened I 
have to explain myself... I like being in the 
background, I'm not the show-off that you 
think I'm going to be,” she says, letting her 
guard down for a second. "I like getting 
on stage with the band, but that's as far 
as it goes. It's squirm-making, and I don't 
think of myself as a singer-songwriter. I 
offer what I can do, which is to sing and 
play guitar, and then the band make me 
look good." 

Each of the songs on the album was 
co-written with Yttling, which was a 


new way of working for Hynde. The next 
'big name' on the record is even bigger: 
Neil Young. He's another good friend of 
Hynde's, one of the many iconic musicians 
she's supported on tour over the years and 
subsequently become pals with. 

"We had this song on the album [Down 
The Wrong Way] I kept referring to as 
the Neil Young song, because of the 
chord progression. It sounded so like Neil 
Young," she says, explaining how this 
collaboration came about. "By the time we 
were recording it, I'd grown to really like 
messing with Bjorn, so I thought I'd just 
ring Neil and ask if he'd play on it. I know 
him, but it's not something I'd normally do. 
You know, you don't call God and ask him 
for a favour." 

The mercurial Young agreed, and before 
long, he was in a London recording studio 
performing his first-ever guest spot on 
another artist's album. "It couldn't be 
anyone else playing," says Hynde, still 
finding it hard to believe he said yes. "He 
really does sound like the best of Neil in 
the solo he plays, it's amazing." 

Hynde will be performing at Latitude, 
alongside the likes of Cambridge's very 
own Clean Bandit, Haim, Damon Albarn 
and The Black Keys. 

"I won't be playing any of the old 
Pretenders songs," she asserts. "I can 
understand why there are acts out there 
playing all their old music, but it doesn't 
turn me on, not at all. If you're not making 
records that people want to buy any more, 
or that even speak for themselves, then 
play the hits. 

"I'd rather do something that feels right, 
right now. Playing old hits isn't that much 
fun, unless you haven't done anything for 
the last 35 years," Hynde concludes. "For 
me, I've done a lot in the last 35 years, and 
having fun is everything." 


WE’RE readying ourselves for East Anglia’s 
artiest music, literary and comedy festival, 
Latitude, and guess who they’ve bagged to 
perform? Only Chrissie Hynde! 

"Don't let this exotic Ohio accent fool 
you, I've lived in the UK for 40 years," says 
Chrissie by way of introduction. 

Despite her time in Britain - she moved 
here in 1973 after becoming obsessed 
with the idea of working for music 
magazine NME, which she later did - her 
American accent is still relatively strong, 
but underneath that, there's a sarcasm and 
bite that could only be from British shores. 

"You think I'm cynical?" she asks. 

"Oscar Wilde said the cynic knows the 
price of everything and the value of 
nothing. I don't know if that's true about 
me. But don't get me wrong, I hate 
everything, so if that makes me a cynic, 
so be it." 

She goes on to detail a normal day in 
her life. "You want to know about the 
lifestyle of the rich and famous," she says, 
mockingly. "Well, where do I start?" 

It turns out Hynde spends a lot of her 
time at the cinema, "normally on my own 
so I can leave if I'm not enjoying the film 
and not have an argument”. She also dines 
in her favourite restaurants, again, on her 
own, so she can read while she eats. "I'm 
in a book group too, because I like talking 
about books." 

An image springs to mind: Hynde, in 
customary skin-tight black jeans and vest, 
jet-black feather cut almost unchanged 
since the 70s, sitting with a group of 
middle-aged mums discussing 50 Shades 
Of Grey or the latest Jilly Cooper, all 
blissfully unaware who the lady with the 
exotic Ohio accent in the corner is. 

"No, it's nothing like that," the singer 
says, herself amused by the idea. "I'm the 
least famous person in my book group.

HOW TO TRAIN YOUR DRAGON 2 
(PG, I02mins) 

BASED on the book by Cressida Cowell, 
the 2010 computer-animated adventure 
How To Train Your Dragon soared 
tantalisingly close to perfection. 

Chris Sanders and Dean DeBlois' 
brilliantly executed story of one boy's 
remarkable friendship with a supposedly 
fearsome dragon was deeply touching, 
distinguished by richly detailed visuals 
and an intelligent script. 

The sequel, directed solely by DeBlois, 
expands the narrative arcs of the 
characters, testing their mettle in the 
aftermath of tragedy and conflict. 

Boys cross the rubicon to manhood, 
parents make selfless sacrifices to protect 
their brood and evil poisons an innocent 
heart. 

As a wise woman in the film proclaims, 
"Good dragons under the control of bad 
people do bad things". 

Five years have passed since Hiccup 
(voiced by Jay Baruchel) befriended 
Toothless and the inhabitants of the 
village of Berk now live in harmony with 
the dragons. 

Hiccup's father Stoick the Vast (Gerard 
Butler) continues to preside over the 
people. 

He hopes Hiccup will accept his destiny 
as the next tribal chief but the boy prefers 
to soar through the clouds astride his 
trusty Night Fury. 

During a regular sortie with Toothless, 
Hiccup stumbles upon a lost world of 
rescued dragons and a valiant rider 



named Valka (Cate Blanchett), who turns 
out to be a long-lost face from the past. 

"It's not every day you find out your 
mother is some kind of crazy, feral, 
vigilante dragon lady!" whoops Hiccup. 

A tearful family reunion with Stoick 
is cut short by diabolical dragon hunter 
Drago Bludvist (Djimon Hounsou), who 
storms this lost world and takes control of 
the majestic fire-breathing creatures using 
a gargantuan Alpha dragon. 

World domination beckons and all 
that stands in Drago's way are Hiccup, 
Toothless and the boy's plucky friends 
Astrid (America Ferrara), Fishlegs 
(Christopher Mintz-Plasse), Snotlout 
(Jonah Hill) and the twins Ruffnut (Kristen 
Wiig) and Tuffnut (TJ Miller). 

In almost every aspect, How To Train 
Your Dragon 2 matches its polished 
predecessor... except one. 

The addition of Oscar winner Blanchett 
to the vocal fold is a calamitous 
misjudgement. 

From the outset, the Australian actress 


is engaged in a futile tug-of-war with her 
Scottish accent that initially roams the 
British Isles and eventually strays across 
the entire Commonwealth. 

Her verbal strangulations are horribly 
distracting and undermine some of the 
film's most emotionally charged moments 
of reconciliation and remembrance. 

For his part, writer-director DeBlois 
charts a breathless course between 
drama, action and comedy, the latter 
delivered with scenery-chewing gusto 
by Craig Ferguson as Stoick's best friend 
Gobber the Belch. 

"[Valka's] meatballs could kill more 
beasts than a battle axe. I still got a few 
knocking around in here!" he grimaces, 
pointing to his belly. 

Flying sequences deliver a vertiginous 
thrill, especially in 3D, including a couple 
of death-defying battles that slalom and 
swoop at dizzying speed.

Time to be water-wnse 


WE may have had the warmest spring on 
record, but last winter was also the wettest, 
so we are a long way from a drought and 
hosepipe ban. 

However, with experts predicting the dry 
weather is here to stay, gardeners will be 
working out ways to save water. 

The Royal Horticultural Society offers the 
following tips to gardeners who want to put 
the water where it's most needed: 

Established trees and shrubs do not 
generally need watering as they have such 
wide-ranging roots that they are drought- 
proof. However, their growth may be 
improved by watering when they are under 
drought stress. 

• Trees and shrubs planted less than five years 
ago have increased water requirements and 
may suffer drought stress without watering. 

Newly sown or newly planted areas are very 
vulnerable to water stress, so watering these 
should be a high priority. 

Herbaceous perennials often need watering 
to boost their performance in hot, dry spells. 
Plant choice is crucial if you want to achieve 
a drought-proof border. Drought-resistant 
plants include cordyline, hebe, lavender, 
Verbena bonariensis, eryngium, euphorbia, 
diascia, cosmos, gazania, nemesia and, of 
course, pelargoniums. Many drought-tolerant 
plants have silver or grey-green leaves, their 
light leaf colour reflecting the harsh rays of 
the sun. 

The yields and quality of vegetables and 
fruit are greatly improved by watering at times 
when drought stress would affect the part of 
the plant that is gathered. Leafy crops such as 
lettuce and spinach should never be short of

water. Onions require little or no watering. 
Most other crops need watering at sowing 
and transplanting time, and then again as 
the fruits, roots or tubers are developing. It 
is also a good idea to give a single, thorough 
watering about two weeks before harvest. 

Lawns require great quantities of water for 
thorough irrigation, but instead of watering 
in dry periods, mow less closely and less 
frequently. Brown patches usually recover 
when the autumn rains return. 

Mulching with a layer of organic matter 
or gravel at least 5cm (2in) thick reduces 
moisture loss from the upper layers of the soil. 

Less than 3% of the annual water 
consumption of an average household is 
estimated to be from garden use, but at peak 
times as much as 70% of water supplied may 
be used in gardens. 

Even in dry districts, 24,000 litres (5,280 
gallons or 150 water butts) could be collected 
from the roof each year, says the RHS. 

Sean Laverick of the Homebase Garden 
Academy advises waterwise gardeners to 
store their water in water butts and invest in 


a water butt pump which enables you to use 
your hose with a water butt. 

"Most garden watering should be aimed 
specifically at the stem bases beneath the 
foliage canopy, leaving the surrounding 
soil dry," he says. "This helps to limit weed 
problems and ensures all the water goes 
where it is needed." 

If you are short of time, invest in seep hoses, 
which have holes in them to deliver water 
accurately to established plants and plants 
in rows. They can be hidden beneath soil or 
mulch, which also avoids evaporation losses 
and work best on heavy soil where the water 
spreads further sideways as it sinks than on 
lighter soils. 

Automated irrigation systems are another 
option to save time and labour. They feature 
drip or trickle irrigation systems and some are 
remotely operated through sensors which can 
monitor when your soil needs watering. 

Mix water storing gel in with the compost in 
your container plants, to save and store a lot 
of the water you normally use, the gel slowly 
releasing water to the roots. 

Keep your soil as wet as possible - mulch 
on the ground surface prevents evaporation 
from the soil, providing increased moisture 
retention. 

Some lawnmowers now have mulching plugs 
that return fine grass cuttings back on to the 
lawn's surface. 

Finally, says Sean, don't panic: "Long-term 
weather predictions should still see summer 
rain which will allow plants to thrive over the 
summer, so just make sure you're making the 
most of the rain that comes your way."

Noozhoh delights 
on the July Course 



NOOZHOH Canarias familiar¬ 
ised himself with the setting of his 
big challenge this Saturday when 
completing a gallop on the New¬ 
market July Course yesterday. 

Enrique Leon’s colt was the first 
Spanish runner in a British Classic 
when he ran on the Rowley Mile 
in the 2000 Guineas, setting off 
quickly in front but fading in the 
closing stages to finish sixth behind 
Kingman. 

Noozhoh Canarias drops back 
to six furlongs for the Darley July 
Cup and looked in fine fettle when 
stretching clear of his lead horse. 

The going is currently good to firm, 
but with some rain on die horizon. 

Leon said: “I was very happy with 
the ground and I hope it stays like 
that on Saturday. 

“I am very happy with the horse. 
He travelled over very well and has 
handled everything very easily - he 
has a beautiful temperament. 

“The Darley July Cup is always 
a very competitive race but he 
deserves to be there and the stiff six 
furlongs will suit him.” 

Hot Streak is likely to take his 
chance if conditions are suitable. 

The Kevin Ryan-trained three- 
year-old has shown top class form 
at five furlongs against talented 
and seasoned sprinters this term, 
winning the Temple Stakes and fin¬ 
ishing a close third in both the Pal¬ 
ace House and King’s Stand Stakes. 

He did make a successful 
racecourse debut over the July Cup 
trip of six furlongs as a juvenile and 
was only beaten half a length by 
his stablemate Astaire in the Group 
One Middle Park Stakes on his final 
start of 2013. 

Connections are keen to step 
him back up to the longer distance 
at some stage as long as they are 
happy with the ground. 

“The July Cup is the target for Hot 
Streak if the ground is good,” said 
David Redvers, racing manager to 
owners Qatar Racing. 

Astaire is also in contention for 
Saturday’s feature event and the 
trainer hopes to be double-handed. 

The Intense Locus colt has en¬ 
joyed returning to six furlongs, fin¬ 
ishing second in the Duke Of York 
and sixth in the Diamond Jubilee. 

“The intention is to run both of 
them,” said Ryan.“It would be nice 
if it was really good ground.” 

Eddie Lynam’s Royal Ascot heroes 
Sole Power and Slade Power are 


also among 17 sprinters confirmed 
for the Darley July Cup. 

Sole Power successfully defended 
his crown in the King’s Stand Stakes 
with a scintillating display in Berkshire 
last month, while his stable compan¬ 
ion Slade Power broke his Group One 
duck in the Diamond Jubilee. 

The pair will be ridden by 
Richard Hughes and Wayne Lordan 
respectively this weekend, with 
elder statesman Sole Power set to 
carry the first colours of owners 
David and Sabena Power. 

Lynam said: “Both horses are 
fine. I’m very happy with them. I 
wouldn’t even try to split them.” 

■ Arab Spring takes his next jump in 
class by joining Sir Michael Stoute- 
trained stablemate Hillstar among 
the eight declared runners in to¬ 
morrow’s Princess ofWales’s boyles- 
ports.com Stakes at Newmarket. 

The late-developing four-year-old 
has won each of his starts this sea¬ 
son and moves out of handicaps af¬ 
ter an impressive victory in the Duke 
Of Edinburgh Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Stoute has won this Group Two 
event an incredible nine times al¬ 
ready and Arab Spring could end 
up in one of the autumn’s prestige 
events if he continues his progress. 

Hillstar, who was ruled out of 
last weekend’s Coral-Eclipse due 
to the ground, chased home an¬ 
other Stoute star, Telescope, in the 
Hardwicke Stakes at Royal Ascot. 


Two more trainers are double- 
handed with Saeed bin Suroor 
preparing to give old favourite 
Cavalryman his first British start of 
the year. 

He also takes the wraps off 
Excellent Result while Marco 
Both has declared the Australian 
Thoroughbred Bloodstock-owned 
pair Dandino and Seismos. 

Gatewood has won a couple 
of Listed races this season after 
returning to John Gosden’s care af¬ 
ter a spell in Australia while Richard 
Hannon’s Pether’s Moon was only a 
head behind Hillstar at Royal Ascot. 
■ Saeed bin Suroor led the trib¬ 
utes to Lammtarra, the unbeaten 
winner of the Derby, King George 
and Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe in 
1995 who died on Sunday at the 
age of 22, as he described the 
Classic hero as a horse who will be 
“remembered forever”. 

Trained by the late Alex Scott as a 
two-year-old, he won the blue riband 
at Epsom in the care of Bin Suroor 
after Scott was tragically mur¬ 
dered in September 1994, a month 
after the son of Nijinsky had won the 
Washington Singer at Newbury. 

He raced in the name of Sheikh 
Mohammed’s nephew Saeed 
Maktoum A1 Maktoum as a juve¬ 
nile before being part of Godolphin 
in his Classic season, which saw 
him add the two all-aged middle 
distance championships of Europe 


to his Epsom laurels. 

Bin Suroor said: “It is very sad. 
He is one of the best horses I have 
trained. 

“He was a great horse, it is sad to 
lose him and we will miss him, but 
he will be remembered forever.” 

Darley said the chestnut was 
put to sleep at Dalham Hall Stud 
following a short illness. 

■ Just about the unluckiest of top 
class horses finally gained his Group 
One reward as Mukhadram slipped 
away from his opponents in the Cor¬ 
al-Eclipse at Sandown last Saturday. 

Trainer William Haggas could not 
hide his delight at this defining mo¬ 
ment of the five-year-old’s career, af¬ 
ter near misses in events such as the 
Prince ofWales’s Stakes, Dubai World 
Cup and this very race 12 months 
ago, when he was hampered by the 
ultimately successful A1 Kazeem. 

Haggas wants to make 
Mukhadram (14-1) into a blue chip 
stallion prospect for owner-breeder 
Sheikh Hamdan A1 Maktoum. 

He said: “I’m absolutely thrilled 
to bits, he so deserves to win a good 
race. I thought that looked pretty 
straightforward. He has stamina in 
his pedigree, he’s a resolute galloper, 
and I’d like to ask Sheikh Hamdan if 
I can run him in the King George.” 

Haggas put the seal on a fine 
weekend when Graphic claimed 
the Group Three Prix Messidor at 
Maisons-Laffitte.

Quigley seals 
home course 
title triumph 

JOHN Quigley took this year's 
CAGU Seniors Championship 
on his home course of Links 
Newmarket following a play-off 
with clubmate Richard Douglas.
